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EVERYTHING READY FOR 

PRESS ASSOCIATION'S RIG TRIP. 

Secretary Morningstar Tells of All the Plans to 
Entertain the "Pencil Pushers." 



The annual meeting of the 
Kentucky Press Association at 
Madisonville, which convenes in 
Madisonville, says the Courier- 
Journal, is expected to be one of 
the greatest meetings of the as- 
sociation since its organization 
thirty-two years ago. The Mad- 
isonville people are making great 
preparations for the entertain- 
ment of the newspaper people, 
and there will be no end to the 
hospitality to be displayed. The 
first session will be held at 
the Morton Opera-house, one of 
the finest places of amusement 
in the South. It was recently 
built by Will Morton, a young 
banker, with a pencnant for ar- 
chitecture, who made all the 
plans and supervised the con- 
struction himself. This meeting 
will be in the nature of a 
"jolly" for the visitors. There 
will be speeches of welcome, re- 
sponses, music and some literary 
numbers on the program. 

On 'Friday morning there will 
be a business session, followed by 
an excursion to Earlington, where 
the mines will be inspected and 
where a luncheon will be given 
in honor of the scribes and their 
ladies. 

In 1878, twenty-three years 
ago, the association met at Hop- 
kinsville, and a similar excur 
sion was given, which association 
history records as being one oi 
the most pleasing entertainments 
ever given in its honor. Earl- 
ington bids fair to outdo its for- 
mer success. 

Upon the return to Madison- 
ville in the afternoon, there will 
be a business session and a drive 
about the city. In the evening 
a reception will be given 
honor of the guests. 

The number who will go on 
the Western tour is far in excess 
of the expectations of Secretary 
K. E. Morningstar, so he has 
been compelled to change the 
time of departure from Madison- 
ville to 9:30 o'clock instead of 
11 :11 p. m. Mr. J. H. Ringgold, 
of the L. & N. railroad, tendered 
the association a special engine 
to take the the train to St. Louis 
from Madisonville, consequently 
there will be a special train of 
Pullman cars to leave at 9:30 p. 
m. This will make the reception 
shorter, but there is no alterna- 
tive. This Bpecial train will arrive 
at St. Louis 6 a. m. and the party 
will be met by the Publicity Com- 
mittee of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition. Just what program 
this committee will follow has 
not been made known, but there 
is no doubt that the three hours 
will be spent in a manner pleas- 
ing to the tourists. 

The departure from St. Louis 
will be taken at 9 o'clock in the 
morning over the Missouri Pa- 
cific, arriving at Jefferson City 
for dinner and at Kansas City for 
supper. No attempt will be made 
at sight-seeing in these two 
cities. After the short stop at 
Kansas City, the party will ar- 
rive at Horace, Col., for break- 
fast on Sunday morning and at 
Pueblo for dinner. Here the 
Denver and Rio Grande takes 
the train and reaches Denver at 
8:40 p. m.

The party will be in charge of 
formerjjKentut kians who now re- 
side in that city, and all the 
principal places will be seen. 
An informal reception will be 
given at the Brown Palace Hotel 



In the evening. An elaborate 
sightseeing programme has been 
arranged for Denver and the day 
will be most pleasantly em- 
ployed. The departure from 
Denver will be Sunday night 
next. 

Colorado Springs, Manitou ai 
Pike's Peak come in next. Aft. 
that ft stop of ten hours at Grand 
Junction where special enter- 
tainment will be provided. 

The next stop will be at Salt 
Lake City, aud here there will 
be two busy days of sight-seeing 
and feasting. Mr. William Igle- 
hart, formerly of Evansville, 
Ind., whose wife was Miss Ruth 
Priest, of Henderson, is pro- 
prietor of the Salt Lake City 
Herald. He -heard of the edi- 
tors coming and at once set 
to work arranging a programme. 
Then President D. P. Felt, of 
the Utah Press Association, 
called a special meeting of the 
association to take steps toward 
the entertainment, and from re- 
ports received from the two gen- 
tlemen named above there will 
be "doings" when the Kentuck- 
ians reach the "Zion City." 
Upon their arrival Wednesday 
noon, August 7, they will be 
taken immediately to Saltair 
Beach for a plunge in the Great 
Salt Lake. They will remain at 
the Pavilion for lunch. In tli 
evening they will visit several of 
the amusement parks and the- 
atres. Thursday morning the 
many historical and interesting 
sights of the Mormon people will 
be taken in and there will be a 
special recital in the Mormon 
Tabernacle by the renowned or- 
ganist, Prof. McClellan. The af- 
ternoon will be spent at the 
Lagoon, a noted report, and in 
the evening a special perform- 
ance will be given by the Wil- 
bur-Kirwan Opera Company in 
honor, of the Kentuckians at the 
Salt Palace. Friday morning a 
trolley ride will be taken to Fort 
Douglas, a regular army post, as 
the guests of Mr. Will Iglehart, 
to whom the newspaper men are 
deeply grateful for his efforts to 
entertain them during their visit 
to Salt Lake City. The depar- 
ture from Salt Lake Friday at 3 
will end the busy stay 
there. The return trip will be 
direct with the exception 
that three hours will be spent in 
St. Louis on August 11. 

Most Extensive Trip of All.

Secretary Morningstar has ever 
undertaken to arrange for the

L. & N.," he said, has always 
given the boys everything de- 
sired, and in this instance has 
tendered a special train to St.

The following is the official re- 
port of Secretary Zimmer of the 
proceedings of the Hopkins 
county Republican convention 
held at Madisonville Monday : 

The Republican county con- 
vention was called to order by 
County Chairman Harvey at 1 :30 
p. m. After a prayer by Rev. 
Mackey, the chairman stated the 
purpose of the convention and 
called for nominations for tem- 
porary chairman and secretary. 
Dr. J. L. Dulin was elected 
chairman and F. V. Zimmer sec- 
retary. The following commit- 
tees were then appointed :

While the several committees 
were deliberating rousing speech- 
es were made by several dele- 
gates. The assembly was in ex- 
cellent spirits and repeated ap- 
plause shook the building to its 
foundations. 

The reports of the several 
committees were read and ap- 
proved by vote. The committee 
on Credentials reported no con- 
tests. The fact that the report 
of the committee on Resolutions 
was adopted without a dissenting 
voice was noteworthy, as settling 
once for all the stand that the 
party has taken with regard to 
local issues. Below is the report 
"Your committee beg leave to 
report the following resolutions : 
"We approve the call for this 
convention; we declare that pub- 
lic office is a public trust, and 
civil officers are servants of the 
people. Our officers should be 
sober, discreet, moral, competent 
and of good demeanor. True 
merit should be the test of fitness 
for office. We are opposed to 
ring rule and machine methods. 
The voice of t he people should be 
heard and their rights respected 
and interests protected. 

"We favor law and order, 
prosperity and progress. The 
officer and citizen should use ev- 
ery effort to advance the material 
interests of our county and to 
secure the peace, good order and 
happiness of the people. We are 
opposed to stirring up strife be- 
tween classes dependent upon 
each other. W e should not array 
man against man for we are all 
brothers. Capital and labor 
should both be protected and be 
made to respect the rights of 
each other. We favor progres- 
sive enterprises, active capital 
and honest, industrious working- 
men. We have no patience with 
the man who wants to be out of 
job. County government 
should be faithfully aud econom- 
ically administered in the inter- 
ests of the whole people. We 
invite all good citizens to arise 
above a narrow partisanship and 
vote and act with conscience 
id judgment and to stand up 
for Hopkins county.

THE LIABILITY OF LABOR UNIONS 

FOR DAMAGES— THE LUGKE CASE. 



The latest development in this 
somewhat famous case is the 
award on September lftth, by 
jury verdict, of $2,500 damages 

to George W, Lucke, against the 
Clothing Cutters' and Trimmers' 
Assembly, No. 7507, of the 
Knights of Labor. The history 
of the case may be briefly stated 
as follows : 

Lucke was a clothing cutter of 
special skill— a sort of artist in 
that line — employed about two 
years ago by one of the leading 
establishments of Baltimore. As 
he was not a member of the labor 
union, that body sent a delega- 
tion to his employers demanding 
his discharge and threatening 
that if this demand was refused, 
the name Of the house would be 
removed from the directory of 
"union" business concerns— in 
plain words, the house would be 
boycotted. 

The employers dared not risk 
this injury to their business, and 
Lucke himself, in order to re- 
move the pretext for the threat, 
applied for membership in the 
labor union. If he had been ad- 
mitted, and the difficulty had 
thus been smoothed away, prob- 
ably nothing would have been 
heard of the case by the public. 
It would have passed, like hun- 
dreds of similar cases occurring 
every day, in which the walking 
delegate dictates terms to help- 
less employers and contractors. 
But "Labor" was not satisfied in 
this case, with ordinary victory. 
Lucke was refused admission to 
the union, under some technical 
pretense not involving any fault 
on his part; and the persecution 
of him was continued until he 
lost his place. Thus brought to 
bay, and not permitted even to 
surrender, he turne I upon his 
enemies and sued the union for 
damages. 

The first suit failed, practically 



on a point of pleading, but under 
a ruling of the Court of Appeals 
a second was brought, which has 
now resulted in a verdict in his 
favor. It is reported that an ap- 
peal will be taken by the Knights 
of Labor, and it is to be hoped 
that this will be done, so that 
the question may be settled by 
the highest authority, whether 
labor unions are, like all other 
associations of individuals, lia- 
ble in ilamages for the effect of 
their proceedings. 

As I have repeatedly pointed 
out, the.heart of the difficulty of 
dealing with these unions is that 
they are treated as practically 
irresponsible. I do not believe 
they are legally so, although the 
laws of many states have licensed 
them to do some things which 
are forbidden to private citizens 
or corporations. But there is 
still law enough to hold them re- 
sponsible for criminal acts and 
for civil wrongs, and it is a mat- 
ter for congratulation when this 
fact is proved by the courage and 
persistency of a victim of their 
oppression. 

A money verdict against such 
a society will of course be, first 
of all, a claim upon the treasury 
and property of the organization. 
But if that does not satisfy the 
claim, I think any individual 
member would be liable. If the 
labor unions wish to remain un- 
limited partnerships, they must 
accept the unlimited responsi- 
bilities of partners. If they 
wish to enjoy the limited liabil- 
ity of corporations, they should 
assume also the form and duties 
of corporations, and submit to 
the public inspection and control 
to which corporations are sub- 
ject. But they certainly ought 
not to remain as nondescripts, 
having no responsibility at all.— 
R. W. Raymond, in Engineering 
and Mining Journal, Sept. 29,

Association, promises to be Amer- 
ica's grandest exhibit of live 
stock aud farm products. The 
executive Committee have de- 
cided that the fair shall take I 
place on Churchill Downs, the 
spacious, thoroughly equipped 
and accessible grounds of the 
New Louisville Jockey Club, 
where thousands attended the 
successful race season just closed. 
Everything possible will be done 
for the safety and comfort of 
visitors. The nominal admission 
charges, together with very low 
railroad and steamboat passen- 
ger rates, will certainly do much 
to increase the Volume of attend- 
ance, while the offers of Urge 
premiums and cheap shipping 
rates will draw exhibitors in un- 
precedented numbers. 

The cattle show will be par- 
ticularly tine and extensive, and 
will be held during the first week 
of the fair, from September 23d

tractions of high order of merit, 
it having been determined by the 
promoters to tolerate no immoral 
or fraudulent exhibition on the 
grounds. 

There will be $2,500.00 given 
away in prizes October 4th and 
5th in the champion amateur 
athletic meet, in which Ameri- 
ca's greatest athletes will com- 
pete. Transportation will be 
furnished qualifying athletes.

Rev. Jame* Austin Burden. 

The subject of this sketch was 
born in Ohio county, Kentucky, 
March 1, 1«89 and died near Marion, 
the county seat of Crittenden county. 
July, 1901 in the sixty-third year 
of his age. He was for several years 
a minister in the General Baptist 
Church. Was ordained in October, 
1878. He enlisted in the Federal 
Army in 1861 and for about three 
and a half years realized fortunes of 
a soldier. He was a private in the 
Seventeenth Kentucky Infantry and 
was in a number of the hardest 
fought battles of the civil war. 

He was an active minister both as 
pastor and evangelist and labored 
for manv years in Southwestern 
Kentucky as well as in Southern 
Indiana and Southern Illinois. He 
was for several years a resident of 
Earlington and was pastor of Gen- 
eral Baptist Church here at the time 
of his death. 

He left his home July 6th to en- 
gage in a meeting in Crittenden 
county but only preached two or 
three times when he was stricken 
with flux and gradually sank until 
the end came. He expressed him- 
self as being ready to go. He de- 
sired to see his family and some of 
his friends but before all of the 
family reached him he had passed 
to the other shore. 



Brother Burden was a man of 
strong native ability and an earnest 
preacher. He was successful as a 
revivalist and numbered his con- 
verts by the hundreds. 

His remains were brought to Earl- 
ington and the funeral services were 
conducted by the writer at the 
General Baptist Church. The ser- 
mon was froir 2 Tim. 4:7-8v, "I 
nave fought a good fight, I have 
finished my course. I have kept the 
faith, etc." He leaves a wife, several 
children, an aged mother with other 
relatives nnd many friends who 
have the sympathy of the Church and 
community. The remains repose in 
the beautiful city cemetery to await 
the resurrection morning.

After this had been go- 
ing on for some time he was one day 
waited on by a committee of his 
workmen who asked to confer with 
him about their wages. Not unnat- 
urally he was surprised and disap- 
pointed, believing that the men had 
come to make some complaint. It 
is easy to imagine what his astonish- 
ment was when the men informed 



him th at they ha d come to i nsist on 
his reducing their wages. They said 
that they had been well treated in 

good times, and did not wish him to 
suffer in bad times through his gen- 
erosity to them. At first he refused 
to make any change, but in a body 
they said that they would strike if 
he did not reduce their wages. You 
see. that a generous employer can 
find appreciation and even generos- 
ity among those whom he employs. 
—New York Times.

MAKING JACK TARS: 

TRAINING AND SCHOOL SHIPS AND 
THEIR GOOD WORK. 

Wfey Ttto Ovetta of Yankee Boyi 
Celebrated the Fonrth In Kdla- 
bnrah— SchooWhlna For Merchant 
Service. Training: Shlpn For Navy. 

Fourth Of July celebrations this year 
Was that observed in the harbor of 
Edinburgh, Scotland. Two companies 
of Yankee lads met In the old town 
nnd proceeded to show the Scots how 
much enthusiasm could be Kot up about 
our Independence day. One of the 
troops of patriotic young Americans 
hailed from New York, nnd the stop 
at Edinburgh was port of the annual 
cruise of the celebrated schoolRhip St. 
Mary's. The other was composed of 
boys from Massachusetts, whose visit 
to Edinburgh was due. to a similar 
stop of the Bay State schoolshlp En- 
terprise! It would have been even 
more an occasion of patriotic Ameri- 
can rejoicing had the Pennsylvania 
schoolshlp, the Saratoga, happened to 
drop into Edinburgh harbor to Join the 
St. Mary's nnd the Enterprise. These 
three vessels, now on their annual 
cruises, constitute the "schoolshlp" 
fleet of the Doited States. 

Although it Is quite generally believ- 
ed that tbe schoolships are reformatory 
institutions, nothing Is further from 
the truth. They are simply floating 
schools for tbe Instruction of boys In 
seamanship. They give the boys a pre- 
liminary training leading to advance- 
ment in the merchant service. Admis- 
sion to the schoolships is through ex- 
amination In elementary subjects and 
physical condition. To Join the school- 
ship a boy must have the consent of 
his parents or guardians nnd must be 
of good character. The three school- 
ships are old vessels of the Unfcted 
States navy that are lent to the states 
by the department. The St. Mary's and 
Saratoga are sailing ships, while the 
Enterprise has Rteam power in addi- 
tion. The boys are trained In navlgat- 
-Ing the vessels and in kindred subjects 
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and are kept under strict naval disci- 
pline while on board. The command- 
ers and lieutenants of the ships hold 
commissions In the navy. 

Somewhat similar to the fcboolshlps 
In plan are the training ships of the 
regular navy. The "students" aboard 
these are not boys from civil life, but 
regularly enlisted naval apprentices. 
These are the boys who wish to enter 
the floating service of Uncle Sam and 
who are unable to go through the Na- 
val ncademy at Annapolis. Owing to 
the strict regulations of the navy only 
Annapolis men may attain the ranks 
above those of noncommissioned "war- 
rant" officers. The naval apprentices, 
however, receive the best of training 
to fit them for holding these lower of- 
fices, which are equivalent to the non- 
commissioned ranks of corporal and 
sergeant in the army. Some of the na- 
val apprentices do not, of course, reach 
even warrant rank. 

Naval apprentices are enlisted for 
five years. They cannot enter the 
service without the full consent of their 
parents or guardians and must pass 
physical examination. They are first 
sent, as a rnle, aboard a "receiving 
ship," a dismasted old hull lying in one 
Of the navy yards. Then they are 
transferred to one of tbe training ships, 
where they learn tbe duties of a sea- 
faring man. There are at present nine 
of these training ships, the Adams, the 
Ampbltrlte. the Buffalo, the Dixie, tbe 
Essex, the Hartford, the Lancaster, the 
Monongnhela and the Toueks. 

Although some of tbe training ves- 
sels are obsolete wooden sailing ships 
of no value in modern warfare, they 
have been fitted up and are well adapt- 
ed to training purposes. Aboard these 
ships tbe greenness of the apprentices 
rapidly wears off. 

Theoretically seamanship Is of great 
Importance, but the apprentices do not 
become as adept In this branch of their 
work as the old time sailors. It is 
chiefly with learning about the guns 
and the engines that they arc occu- 
pied. The greatest pains are taken to 
make expert gunners of the appren- 
tices. When they attnin some profi- 
ciency In their work, they ore transfer- 
red to the regular vessels of the navy.

Numerous Graves of the Pre-Historic 



Special Correspondence of The Bee. 

After our arrival at Marion we 
look around at the town's wide 
streets, beautiful residences, 
flowery lawns, and numerous im- 
provements until wo conclude 
that it is one of the most beauti- 
ful and progressive towns in Ken- 
tucky. 

■4 Next we look at the vast de- 
posits of feld spar and see the 
huge mills grinding it up and its 
being packed in barrels and 
^ shipped to the most distant parts 
of the world in competition with 
its only rival deposits — those of 
New Jersey and England. 

Of all the minerals found in 
Crittenden county, which include 
coal, zinc, lead, iron, copper, 
gold, silver and many others, the 
feld spar deposit is the most val- 
uable ana extensive of thein all. 
Men who were formerly supposed 
to be worth scarcely anything, 
will live comfortably the rest of 
their lives as the result of the 
feld spar development. 

We watch the mines for some 
time and at length we grow 
wearv of the noise and turn our 
footsteps across the country to- 
ward a range of hills several 
i mileB distant which are dimmed 
by a blue haze of smoke that 
seems to gradually clear away 
as we reach our destination. 
Now we arrive at the valley 
it close to the hills that we saw 
several hours ago, and in it are 
a large number of mounds erect- 
ed in pre-historic times. The 
mounds vary much in size ; some 
of them are very extensive while 
others are only a few feet wide 
and average about four feet high. 
In many of them are found stone 
vases, rude weapons and many 
other things peculiar to the age 
in which they were buried. 

On the other side of the valley 
there is a cave in which the dust 
is entirely different from that of 
the surrounding country. It con- 
tains a large Amount of saltpetre 
which has preserved the skele- 
tons of Indians buried hundreds 
of years ago. We dig into the 
dust and unearth a large skele- 
ton. From the giant frame and 
the manner of burial we suppose 
it to be the remains of a chief. 
Near by are found the bones of 
his dog, tomahawk, arrow-heads 
and other weapons which he was 
to use on the hunting grounds of 
the Great Spirit. 

After gazing at the spectacle 
until our curiosity is satisfied, 
we retrace our "footsteps and 
think of the days when the red 
man roamed the forest in search 
of the pleasures of his savage 
life, and little dreamed that in 
after years he would be driven 
from his beloved hunting grounds 
by civilization in its onward 
march. C. W. C.

It seems paradoxical to say that we 
(tain liy losing-, yet It Is true, nnd that 
It 1* true can be seen In all phages of 
life. Gaining by losing is a law of the 
natural world. "Except n corn of wheat 
fall Into the ground and die," says 
Christ, "It abldcth alone, but If It die It 
brlngeth forth much fruit." This prin- 
ciple is illustrated also In the temporal 
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centrnted upon this one object, nnd If 
with this ns his one aim lie Is willing to 
die unto all other things he can usually 
become rich. So It Is In nil the other 
walks of life. Much must be lost in or- 
der to gain what we most desire to be 
or have. The snnie principle holds 
equally good In the spiritual world. 

Spiritual life Itself Is gnlned by loss. 
"Whosoever will save his life," says 
Christ, "slmll lise it. nnd whosoever 
will lose uls life for My suke shall nnd 
It." Tbe life thnt must be lost Is the 
present life. It must be lost If we are 
to gain the eternal life of f.ie soul In 
heaven. Two lives are placed before i 
ns. We cannot iu n sense have both. I 
We may have either. If we prefer this ' 
life, we may sacrifice the future life 
and live for this life only nnd get it; if 
we prefer the higher, eternal life, we 
can sacrifice this life and get it. To 
gnln eternnl life we must lose this pres- 
ent life. B«t surely we should not hes- 
itate to suffer such n loss for such a 
gain.' "For whnt Is a man profited if 
he shall gnln the whole world nnd lose 
his life, or whnt shall n man give in 
exchange for his life?" 

But many blessings of the Christian 
life also come from loss. It not only 
costs something to become a Christian, 
but something to live a Christian life. 
We may lose friends, home, loved ones, 
but we have Christ's word for it that 
our loss shall prove to be our gain. 
"There Is no man that hath left house
